gime demands that it be admit­ 
ted (m the United Nations) and 
the representation of the Nation-^ 
al government be expelled. The 
Soviet Union supports those de­ 
mands and is trying, with i t s 
walkout and boycott tactics, to 
blackmail the United 
Nations 
into compliance with that two­ 
fold demand. 
The United Na­ 
tions, embarrassed first by the 
Chi/iese National government’s 
preferring of charges against 
the Soviet Union, 
and embar­ 
rassed further now by the Chi­ 
nese Communist government’s 
demands and the pressure ap­ 
plied by the Soviet government 
in support thereof, is greatly 
concerned about the menace to 
it of this Soviet pressure, more 
concerned, it would seem, than 
it has thus far appeared to be 
about the menace to the worP of 
Soviet pressures of the past five 
years in China and against a 
government there which the So­ 
viet government had expressly 
pledged itself in special agree­ 
ments to support. 
“In and regarding this situa­ 
tion, the government of the Unit­ 
ed States has taken an affirma­ 
tive position toward side-track­ 
ing consideration of the Chinese 
government’s 
charges 
agamst 
the Soviet Union and has taken a 
negative position t o w a r d the 
representation of China in t h e 
United Nations. Its spokesmen 
have declared that its delegation 
will vote against recognition by 
the United Nations of the Com­ 
munist regime but will not re­ 
sort to a “ veto” and will accept 
such verdict as may be arrived 
at by th#- votes - t others.” 
How can the State Department 
justify m*t using the veto as long 
as we are actually at war with 
Soviet Russia and Soviet China 
and every Soviet c o u n t r y m 
Korea?
